ficers wholesale and had its own se- 
cret service system for watching the 
movements of Federal officers, was 
said to have been broken up by the 
raiders, whose first round-up of 
the day netted twenty men and 
whose principal captive is “Bill” 
Dwyer, alleged head of the syn- 
dicate. 

The ring’s activities were said 
to be responsible {or the bringing 
of millions of dollars’ worth of 
Hquor into this country anpually. 
Dwyer, arraigned before Judge 
Goddard on a specific charge of 
conspiring last July to bring 4038 
cases of liquor into the country, 
hidden in the bunkers of the steam- 
ship Augusta, was held in $40,000 
bail.

Just before the Locarno meet- 
ing Georges Tchitcherin, soviet 
Commissioner of Foreign Affairs, 
made a spectacular trip to Berlin 
to make last-minute desperate at- 
tempts to keep Germany from 
making peace with its western Al- 
lies, which would mean ite with- 
drawal from the virtual alliance 
with Russia which had existed since 
the Rappallo treaty, into which 
Germany was forced at a time 
when it had no friends in Eu- 
rope. 

BOUND BY TREATY 

Under the Rappallo treaty Ger- 
many and Russia were bound to- 
gether by a common policy toward 
the e of Nations and toward 
Poland. In fact, it is said, a new 

ortion of Poland was envisaged 
n the future. When the sun of 
Locarno began to rise, Germany 
wished to be freed from bondage 
to Russia. But Tchitcherin exacted 
his price. Part of that price was 
the signing of the commercia! trea- 
ty between the two nations. An- 
other demand was for a new trea- 
ty. very much on the lines of the 


famous “rejnsurance treaty” - be- 
tween Germany and Russia in 
1887, which was kept secret for 


years. Germany resisted this, but 
the matter went so far that «4 
rough draft was prepared. 

When the Germans went to Lo- 
carno, instead of finding enemies 
trying to drive the hardest possi- 
ble bargain they found friends who 
were trying to make it easy for 
them to return to the old asso- 
clations. They laid their difficulties 
Wefore these friends and found not 
only sympathy but support, par- 
ticularly for a reinsurance trea- 
ty, which the Allied statesmen de- 
lieved might be the means of 
bringing Russia into the fold. 


NEUTRAIATY 

The principal points of the rough 
draft of this treaty are: 

(1.) A solemn declaration that 
neither of the contracting parties 
will join any combination directed 
against the other. This amounts 
to an agreement for neutrality 
under all conditions.

(4.) Will it object to a refer- 
ence of the dispute to the League 
of Nations, involving that pledge 
of the covenant of the League of 
Nations not to trespass on re- 
gional agreements’ such as the 
Monroe Doctrine? 


HONOR INVOLVED 


In connection with this latter 
question it must be remembered 
that seventeen American nations 
are now members of the League 
of Nations. Chile is, of course, 
vastly superior in strength to Peru. 
So far as the disrupted territory 
of Tacna-Arica is concerned, if 
that alone were involved in hos- 
the activities, it could be easily 
policed. 

On the other hand, the whole

Davis Receives Own Report 
as Week's Aide 


Depletion of Reserves for 


U nified Railway Control 
System Described

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Secre- 
tary Davis of the War Department 
has the unique distinction of hav- 
ing before him for approval a re- 
port signed by himself on his own 
activities as Assistant Secretary of 
War.

Davie before Secretary Weeks's 
resignation, although the former 
Secretary did not act upon any of 
ites recommendations, leaving that 
to hig successor.

“Sooner or later this condition 
will have to be corrected either 
by means of greater appropriations 
or by the reduction of War Depart- 
ment activities,” Mr. Davis said. 
“Bad as the situation is, the grad- 
val depletion of our war reserve 
has a still more serious aspect. 
“The resources of men and ma- 
terial which are available, or 
which can be made available to the 
United States in an emergency by 
a proper system of reserves, and 
prompt strategical and diplomatic 
action on the occurrence of the 
emergency, are so preponderant in 
comperison with those available to 
any possible combination of enemy 
powers that it is certain that no 
successtul attack can be made 
against continental United States 
unless it can be carried out with 
such rapidity that time is not 
available for our military and in- 
dustrial mobilization. The tre- 
mendous importance of accelerat- 
ing our mobilization by means of 
adequate reserves is obvious.”

THE McGRAW-KEELER HIT AND RUN DUO 
Chapter V 


When I joined the Baltimore 
team the man who impressed me 
most was John McGraw. The first 
time I ever saw 
him he appeared 
aman rather 
short and rath- 
er slight in 
bull4.

I remember at one time 
we were playing in Washington. 
It was a tight battle, with the fa- 
mous Win Mercer pitching for 
Washington and having a good aft- 
ernoon.

Mercer 
pitched three Dad balls in a row to 
McGraw. Before he pitched an- 
other, McGraw called for time and 
got down on the ground pretend- 
ing to tie his shoe laces. What 
he really wanted was an opportu- 
nity to talk to Mercer. This he 
did. Ar soon as he got Mercer's 
attention he told him: 

“Well, I got you where I want 
you. It you give me another bad 
hall I'll walk and fill bases and 
the little fellow that follows me 
(Keeler) will drive in two men and 
win for us.

‘em in. You're gone whatever you 
do. Now, go ahead and pitch.” 

Mercer knew McGraw and he 
knew he was trying to biuff him 
into givng him a good ball.

Mercer figured the smart thing to 
do would be to do exactly the one 
thing McGraw would not be look- 
ing for and that was to put the dal 
over. Mercer decided to doit. He 
sent the ball straight for the heart 
of the plate, but the ball never got 
by the plate. McGraw was set. He 
swung and drove the ball on a line 
over third base for a two-bagger.

VERMONT DIES 


“Stormy Petre of Vermont 
Noted Politician 


Served in National Senate 
from 1908 to 1923 


Retired. After Fifty Years in 
Public Service | 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

HYDE PARK (Vt.) Dec. 3.— 
Former United States Senator Car- 
roll Smalley Page died at his home 
here tonight at the age of 82 from 


a stroke of paralysis suffered No- 
vémber 24. He was Governor of 
Vermont from 1890 to 1893 and 
served in the Senate at Washing- 
ton from 1908 to 1923. 

In Vermont's political history, 
Senator Page was a prominent fig- 
ure, For more than half a cen- 
tury he had given of his time and 
talents to public service, his State 
and the nation. He served both 
in the State and. national legsi- 
latures, as Governor of Vermont, 
from 1890 to 1892 and was a stal- 
wart among Republican leaders 
in the State and National Legis- 
produced by New England, having 
occupied many positions of party 
trust and responsibility. 

Activities of Senator Page in the 
Senate largely were agricultural. 
naval and financial. Entering the 
Senate upon election in 1908 to 
fill a vacancy caused by the death 
of Senator Proctor, he was as- 
signed to the Senate Agriculture 
Committee and was an active mem- 
ber until his retirement. 


HIDE DEALER 
He was interested greatly in ag- 
ricultural affairs, especially those 
pertaining to the live stock and 


resulted from his business, whole- 
sale trade in raw calfskins. At one 
time Senator Page credited 
with being the largest calfskin 
dealer in the world, a business 
which, it is said, he bought from 
his father when a minor and de- 
veloped through connections all 
over the world. 

As a member, and later as cha- 
man, of the Senate Naval Affairs 
Committee, Senator Page also was 
prominent in development of the 
nation’s naval policy an* upbuild- 
ing during the last two, decades. 
He was a strong advocate of na- 
val expansion, aligned with the 
“big navy” group in Congress and 
spoke frequently in support of na- 
val increases.

By in- 
tensive and systematic campaign- 
ing, he surprised political leaders 
by entering the Montpelier con- 
vention with sufficient pledges to 
capture the nomination from Ur- 
ban A. Woodbury. The contest, as 
in past years, involved the 
soldier” question. Civil War vet- 
erans had been a controlling fac- 
ter but Mr Page won despite the 
fact that he was not a veteran. He 
was defeated in an attempt in 1990 
to obtain a nomination for Con- 
gress, political contemporaries de- 
claring that his rise in politics had 
become a menace to Senator Proc- 
tor and his associates. 

Senator Page's home at Hyde 
Park was the show place of the 
neighborhood with its picturesque 
views of the Green Mountains. He 
was born at Westfield, Vt.. a few 
miles distant, and was educated at 
Norwich University, from which he 
received the degree of L.L. D. He 
had two daughters and one sen.

BANK RATE 
INCREASED 
BY BRITAIN 


Action Taken as Step to 
Check Gold Outflow and as 
Protective Measure 


{BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS) 

LONDON, Dec. 3.—The Bank of 
England today raised its official 
minimum discount rate to 5 per 
cent, an increase of 1 per cent. 

The increase in the official min- 
imum was found necessary in or- 
der to check the outflow of gold, 
which has amounted to £19,000,000 
($93,150,000) since the bank rate 
was reduced in October, and over 
£10,000,000 ($45,000,000) on bal- 
ance since the country returned to 
the gold standard. 

Tt is understood there were pros- 
pect of further withdrawals of 


gold, and as the New York ex- 
change is hovering near the gold 
point, a protective measure was 
thought necessary if the bank’s 
proportion of reserve to lia bilities 
was not to be further lowered. 

The money market's resources 
are plentiful, owing to dividend 
disbursements, but the recent out- 
flow of gold forced discounts to 
the bank rate level and banished 
hope that while the New York dis- 
count rate remained wurfchanged 
there would be no alteration here. 

Speculation on the London Stock 
Exchange recently has been grow- 
ing, especially in rubber shares, 
and the authorities by raising the 
official minimum hope to adminis- 
ter a check to this, as well as re- 
tain foreign moneys which might 
be attracted to New York by high- 
er interest rates. 

At the same time trade, which 
had just begun to brighten, will 
be hampered, but the market be- 
lieves the necessity for retention of 
the higher rate will disappear ear- 
by in the new year. 

The effect of the Increase was 
partly discounted yesterday on the 
stock exchange, where gilt-edged 
securities were dull, pending to- 
day's decision, but a great deal of 
work will be entailed in the vari- 
ous banks, altering interest and de- 
posit rates, while discounts will un- 
dergo a similar readjustment.

Not since then until the present 
day have the President and the 
three departments of his Cabinet, 
which administer the government's 
activity in this fleld, had the same 
conception of the word conserva- 
tion. But four of the present Cab- 
inet are from the West. Therefore 
conservation of a definite sort has 
been agreed upon. Conservation 
now means use without waste, and 
intelligent distribution as to time. 
The future expansion of the United 


thorough and intelligent conver- 
sion of the remaining natural 
wealth into industrial and eco- 
nomic matertals, 

According to the new policy, con- 
servation should no longer be Um- 
ited to sealing up hermetically the 
resources of nature, but should be 
interpreted to mean the intelligent 
use of what nature has provided. 
Water power should be harnessed 
to supplement man power in order 
to save coal. Ol should be located 
and released from its natura! stor- 
age with relation to immediate 
needs weighed against future ne- 
cessities, Ripe timber should be 
young forests 
protected. 

But the new policy, although an- 
nouncing the above as important. 
believes that the fertility of the soi! 
if of far greater moment. No 
other single product compares in 
value to the farm crop. Other na- 
tions have blindly exhausted their 
dolls of the inherent fertility 
caused by ages of sunshine, rain 
and decaying vegetation. Now they 
must feed their soils each year in 
In east- 
ern United States it hase become 
necessary to adopt these processes, 
where wasteful agricultural devel- 
opment sometimes has prevailed. 
The West has this priceless fer- 
tility of soll, and it should be pre- 
served. 


OLD POLICY DESTRUCTIVE 

‘The old policy of conservation 
did not declare for the above pre- 
cautionary measures. It advised 
the cutting of ripe timber, which 
destroyed much that was grow- 
ing. It compelled the drilling for 
oll if a neighbor found it. It 
did not warn against exhausting 
the soil by tenantry, which threat- 
ens to cover the West, like the 
East, with abandoned farms. 

Perhaps the most pressing study 
of the government at this time is 
the larger conception of conserva- 
tion, as herein explained. While it 
is too large for any one depart- 
ment of the government to develop 
fully, it probably will have centra]- 
ized departmentai authority. An 
advanced step already has been 
takew by the creation of a conser- 
vation branch in the Department 
of the Interior. This will, more 
than likely, serve as a nucleus for 
a larger organization, whose duty

Full 
New York and New Orleans cot- 
ton quotations, full Chi o Board 
of Trade quotations and intermit- 
tent New York bond quotations 
will be sent over the new circuit. 

At present Los Angeles and San 
Francisco receive quotations dy 
Morse wire, either direct from New 
York or by way of Chicago. The 
limitations of this system are such 
that it is estimated that only one- 
third to one-half the information 
carried on New York tickers . ts 
available to traders in Los Angeles 
and San Francisco. The Morse 
service touches only the high spots 
of the market. It would require 
two Morse wires operating at full 
speed and a blackboard of immense 
dimensions to care for New York's 
stock-exchange quotations.

When, early in October, news came that 
Wu Pei-Fu was preparing to launch a cam- 
paign against Chang's forces, it seemed in- 
credible that Wu would be able to make 
any headway, as it was said that he had 
no real army, but the Wu movement spread 
like wildfire in the valley of the Yang-tse 
Kiang and elsewhere, and Chang was forced 
to evacuate Shanghai. And when he took 
bis stand at Hsuchow, in order to command 
the railroad to Peking, he was again dis- 
lodged by his enemies. He retired to Tsl- 
nan, 200 miles farther north. 

Then came another surprise. It had been 
thought that he could hold his well-in- 
trenched position on the Hoang ho, to which 
he had rushed his finest Manchurian forces 
and a strong body of Russian reactionaries, 
as well as troops from Shantung, but he 
could not do so. The reason for this was 
that the Shantung soldiers suddenly decid- 
ed that they would fight no longer with for- 
eigners. They turned on the Russians and 
wiped out 8000 men and then joined Wu's 
forces.

CURE BY RIDICULE | 


In dealing with a misdemeanor 
case in Pasadena the other day a 
local magistrate displayed the 
knowledge of human nature that 
made King Solomon famous in the 
great “baby decision” he handed 
down in the courts of Jerusalem. 

Sixteen high-school boys from 
Long Beach, on the eve of the an- 
nual football contest, thought it 
funny to paint the Pasadena high- 
school building. with Long Beach 
slogans and throw lime and plaster 
about the premises. The judge de 
cided the best way to deal with 
them was to make them do some 
thing even funnier. 

So he set them to work to clean 
up all evidences of their depreda- 
tions while 4000 Pasadena students 
looked on and enjoyed the ant 
climax. No punishment could have 
hit harder. Those Long Beach 
jokesters returned home wiser and 
sadder youths. 

The idea, of course, was not new, 
but Its application was timely.

Had he said “self-consciously,” 
instead of “unconsciously,” he 
would have suggested a cure for 
crime that seems to have escaped 
our modern psychoanalysts in their 
efforta to empty our jails. 

For it makes no difference what 
sort of a foe you are fighting, once 
you cover him with ridicule, you 
eliminate bim from the game. So- 
clety’s chief foe is the crimina). 
Coddling encourages, brutality mar- 
tyrizes him. But suppose we could 
make him ridiculous? 

Here is a suggestion. No doubt 
a criminal expert could improve on 
it. It simply illustrates the idea of 
making punishment fit the 
crime. 

Our bandits, thugs and hold-up 
artists delight in the reputation of 
being wild men and wild women In 
the eyes of their victims. If they 
are caught, convicted and jailed 
they return to their old haunts 
after a short prison sentence, glo- 
rying in the publicity they have re- 
ceived and bent on performing yet 
more doughty deeds of wildness. 

Why not make them wild men in 
fact as well as in name? The wild 
men of Borneo and darkest Africa 
on whom they pattern themselves 
prove their fitness for the title by 
wearing permanent metal rings 
through their noses and a long 
skewer in their upper lips. 

So whenever a modern thug, bur 
glar or other of that tribe is con-

SOME SUGGESTIONS IN PRE- 
NATAL CARE-—OORSETS 


If you haven't been used to wear- 
ing a corset, you probably won't 
feel the need of wearing one 
during pregnancy, except, perhaps, 
during the last months. it you 
have been wearing corsets and if 
they are well fitting and comfort- 
able you needn't make a change 
until around the fourth month, 
when the support must be changed 
to accommodate the growing fetus. 
No support must compress you to 
disguise 2 figure, for that will 
be harmful. 

There are specially-made 
ternity corsets, which 
will tell 


terials, with elastic 
having lacings at the side as well 
as at the back. They myst come 
well down and fit anugly over the 
hips. Shoulder etraps will put 
some of the weight onto the 
shoulders, and this is a good idea. 
Ordinary corsets must not be wor: 
during the last part of pregnancy 
for they may be harmful. Even 
a properly fitting maternity ocor- 
set may have to be discarded the 
last month and an abdominal sup- 
port used. Your physician will 
tell you about these and tell you 
how to make them. 


SHOES 

During the latter part of preg- 
nancy, the feet may swell some- 
what and besides this, they mm” 
spread a little on account of m- 
creased weight. Therefore. you 
should get your shoes considerably 
longer than those you ordinarily 
wear. You should see that they 
have broad low heels and fit snug- 
ly over the insteps. Your increased 
weight puts a strain upon the 
arches and if you don't take pre- 
cautions to have your arches well 
supported, you may get flat feet. 
If your feet bother you, you will 
tire very easily and this will pre- 
vont your getting your mild exzer- 
clees and the walks you need. If 
you have been accustomed to high 
heels. you had better wear the 
moderately low heels, rather than 
the coinmon-sense type. You must 
not wear the high ench heels 
because they foree you into posi- 
tion which adds to pressure on the 


, ‘lower part of the abdomen. High 


French heels are the cause of 
many turnings of ankles and many 
accidents, so they should be es- 
pecially avoided by the expectant 
mother. 


CARE OF THE TEETH 
The teeth during pregnamcy 
| should have special care. It is 4 


* | mistake to think that dental work 


should not be done during this 
riod. It is more important than 
ever, to have this work done, if 
necessary. The most important 
item in the care of the teeth is the 
correct diet. so that the growing 
[baby will not call upon the Mme 
and other minerals of the mother 
for his bone and teeth formation. 
This diet should include three or 
four glasses of milk, plentiful sup- 
plies of green vegetables and fruits, 
Whole grein cereals and bread. 
ess. nuts, mild cheese. Aside 
from the diet, the teeth should be 
washed after each meal and before 
retiring, and it may be wise to 
rinse the mouth several times a 
day with an alkaline mouth wash, 
particularly after vomiting and be- 
fore eating. Common baking seda, 
a teaspoonful to a tumbler of Wa- 
ter, lime water, milk of magnesia, 
all make good mouth washes.

Theodor Hersl’s Work for Mis 
Own Race is Picturized 


“The Wandering Jew," an Aus- 
trian-made cinema production, 
which was previewed last evening 
before a guest audience at the new 
Movie Art Theater, formerly Mu- 
ler’s on South Main street, is a pic- 
turization of the life of Theodore 
Herzl, for many years the cham- 

pion of the Jewish race. Tonight 
the theater ig to be opened form- 
ally to the public with the identi- 
cal program. 

“The Wandering Jew" was made 
under the personal supervision of 
Max Reinhardt and his Vienna Art 
Theater technicians and is in no 
sense the type of feature produc- 
tion one associates with those made 
at the Hollywood studios. It is, in 
fact, merely a series of what might 
be termed animated de- 
picting, principally, episodes in the 
life of Herz] during his activities 
in behalf of the Jews.

Agents of Manufacturer 
Said to be Negotiating for 


United Verde . 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

PHOENIX, Dec. 3.—Reports are 
widely current here that a group 
of business and mining experts 
‘who have been consulting with 
officials of the United Verde 
per Company at Jerome and Clark- 
dale, are representing Henry Ford 
in a proposal to purchase copper 
holdings which will supply the De- 
troit manyfacturer with the last 
raw material source he needs te 
make his industry compietely seif- 
owned from beginning to end. 

Though the United Verde is not 
the largest mine in Arizona i is 
considered the richest of its kind. 
Since 1888, when it was acquired’ 
by the late Senator W. A. Clark 
after three years of negotiations, 
the property has produced 1.600. 
000,000 pounds of copper, more 
than 600,000 ounces of gold and 
20,000,000 ounces of silver. The 
average copper recovery is about 
$2 pounds to the ton. 

United Verde’s diggings are at 
Jerome. Smelters, declared at this 
time to comprise one of the most 
model reduction plants in the 
world, were moved te Clarksburg 
in 19415. Qre ig brought te the 
smelter by means of a gauge 
railroad from the 1000-foot level. 
The emelter capacity is $500 tons
